SCHOOL ACT CHANGES 
TO IMPROVE SYSTEM 


‘EDMONTON, April 10.—Substan- 
tial improvement in the administra- 
tion of the Alberta educational sys- 
tem will be made possible, in the 
opinion of Hon. Perren Beker, by the 
new legislation just passed, amend- 
‘ng, consolidating and re-arranging 
the School Act. The changes involv- 
ed go into effect at once. 

Uniform policy in regard to voting 
for all school trustee elections is pro- 
vided for, and henceforth “elector” 
will be the term used instead of “oc- 
cupant” of “resident ratepayer.” 

Only proprietary electors, the 
owners of assessable property, may 
vote on money by-laws. In all school 
elections, the voting is to be done 
with figures instead of “X.” 

Easter week will in future be. a 
holiday time for all school. districts, 
but in cases where the bourd and the 
teacher mutually agree to teach on 
such days, they shall be recognized as 
legal teaching days.. Additional holi- 
days,. other than the recognized sta~ 
tutory days, will not be permitted in 
excess of one in each month. 

No person may on any school pre- 
mises canvass a teacher or offer to 
sell any merchandise. 

Important provisions are made in 
regard to contract rights . between 
boards and‘teachers. Letters sent’ to 
teachers by secretaries or chairman 
of boards, engaging their 
are b'nding. Boards have the mon‘h 
of June in which to decide’ whether 
or not a teacher shall be continued, 
and teachers have June and July in 
which to decide whether or not to 
Stay. -

Dirigible Disaster 


Commission Gives van Bipert On Orash 


Of R-101 

London, England.—The disaster to 
the dirigible; R-101, which stunned 
the world when it came down in 
flames on a hillside near Beauvais, 
France, last October, killing 48 men, 
has been- attributed to mechanical 
causes, and not to human failure. The 
report of the Simon Commission, 
which made a long study of the 
disaster, and just made public, attrib- 
uted the disaster mainly to “a sub- 
stantial loss of gas in very bumpy 
weather.” 

The report considered that it was 
probable that the forepart of the 
ship’s envelope was ripped. “Some- 
thing of this sort happened on 4 pre- 
vious occasion and no amount of care 
could assure that it would ‘not hap- | 
pen again,” the report said, empha- 
sizing the possibility of mechanical 
failure in dirigibles as at present con- 
structed. 

The commission refused to take a 
position one way or another regard- 
ing the effects of the tragedy on the 
future of lighter-than-air navigation.
